That the People fled with the Trade, 
and letr the Place, and it is not poſſible to 
recover the Numbers of People 1mmediate- 
ly: But this is ſufficient, the Number of 
Looms is encreaſed fully up to the Propor- 
tion of the Number of the People there are 
to their Employ; and this may be added, 
that thoſe People alſo daiiy cacreaſe again z 
the Merchants concern'd here for them hire 
all the Journey-mea they can get for them, 
and offer a Guinea a Head Advance- Money 
to every VWorkman that will go down to 
them ; the Number of Loums are already 
xecover'd to above 500, and it they are not 
reach'd up to the firftt Number, 'tis vilidle, 
che Reaſon is Waut of People, not Want of 
Trade. 

From kenceI come to Norwich; and ex- 
cept a few, of which Sort we have always 
ſame, who will be ever complaining,-let 
things go well or ill z except theſe, I ſay, 
you cannot fiad a Complainer ; here is not 
a Family, or a Workman, that can ſay they 
want Work; the whole City, the whole 
County is full of Buſineſs, and TI helieve, l

ur:der declining Circumftances. 

I ire-ly appeal to the People concern'd in 
cheſe Trades for the Truth of this, and 1 
cuuld enlarge in the particular Branches of 
the 1'rade, which have more than ordiaari- 
ly encreas'd, and illuſtrate it from the more 
than ordigary Agreement they have wich 
my Argumen*, viz.
